The Sultan Invests Abbas With Vice- 
Regal Authority.

ENGLISH CONTROL IN THE LAND OF THE 
PHARAOHS, 


Uprising of Africans on the Gold Coast— 
Quiet Restored in Buenos Ayres—Bad 
Effects of the British Miners’ Strike— 
The Missouri’s Crew Feted—General 
Foreign News. 


ALEXANDRIA, April 4.—The Turkish im- 
perial yacht Izzeddin, having on board 
Ahmed Eyoub Pasha,the specialenvoy of 
the Sultan of Turkey, who brings to Egypt 
the firman ofinvesteur for the Khedive, ar- 
rived here this morning. As she steamed 
into the harbor she was greeted with salutes 
from all the warships.and theforts. Shortly 
after she came to anchor Ahmed Eyoub 
Pasha and the fourteen members of his suite 
were rowed to the quay in boats. AS the en- 
voy and his party stepped upon the quay 
they were received by representatives of the 
Khedive. A guard of honor, consisting of 
British and Egyptian troops, was in waiting 
and received the envoy with military honors. 
The party at once proceeded to the railway 
station, where they took a special train and 
started for Cairo. 

As Egyptis a pashalicof Turkey, the fir- 
man ofthe Sultan investing young Abbas, 
the new Khedive, withthe power to rule the 
country in the name of the Sultan, is an es- 
sential tothe stability of his throne. The 
presence ofalarge number of British war- 
ships at Alexandria has been regarded as a 
move on the part of Lord Salisbury’s govern- 
ment to impressthe young ruler with the im- 
portance of England’s friendship,and to some 
extent toneutralize effects of the Sultan’s 
firman,which maintains the sovereign rights 
of the sublime Porte over all Egypt. The sig- 
nificance of England’s naval demonstration 
will be understood when it is shown that 
young Abbas Pasha {fs giving much trouble to 
his English advisers He is getting more and 
more tired of the diplomatic leading-strings, 
and fears are entertained that he will even- 
tually break loose from control. He Is 
ambitious of makinga figure in history, and 
is persuaded that the time is opportune. §S0 
it undoubtedly is if he knows how to avail 
himself of it. 

AN EYE ON THE SOUDAN. 

The Soudan is open to at least partial re- 
conquest through the decline ofthe Mahdist 
fanaticism and the internecine rivalries of 
the tribes. Abbas is ambitious of effecting 
the reconqguest, and can scarce- 
ly be restrained from setting 
-aboutit at once. The English representa- 
tives dotheir best to discourage him, as it 
would not suit British policy to allow him to 
conguer the enemies from whom they are, 
according to diplomatic fiction, protecting 
him. If the armies of Egypt could penetrate 
to Omdurman and Khartoum the last coilor- 
able excuse for their presence in Cairo and 
Alexandria would disappear. ‘The logical 
proof of the ability of the Egyptians to pro- 
tect themselves would be more complete, 
though less unkind, than that given by the 
boers of the Transvaal republic, who beat 

their alleged protectors in battle. 

To obviale the possibility of mischance the 
English do their best .to frustrate the youug 
Khedive’s desire of conquest. Their best 
efforts will hardly prove enough, however, 
for in their protest they concede to him the 
right to conquer Dongola ifhecan. That is, 
they forbid him going any further south at 
present. There is little doubt thatthe re- 
organized Egyptian army will be able todrive 
the dervishes from Dongola, where they were 
never really welcome and where they have 
long since become detestable. But if Abbas 
recovers Dongola who shall prevent him from 
carrying the war further south? Having been 
given the inch he willtry hard totake the 
ell. And he will not want for advisers skillful 
enough to show him how to take his ell with 
advantage. 

The great gatheringof British fronclads at 
Alexandria is intended to impress the youth- 
ful potentate withasense of the enormous 
power of his British protectors and also the 
necessity of conforming his policy to their 
wishes. But as France, Russia, Italy and 
Germany have also made naval demonstra- 
tions, the effect ofthe display may not be 
very great. 

AS OF OLD. 

It is understood that the Firman confides to 
Abbas the guardianship of all those Egyptian 
possessions dependent upon the Ottoman 
Empire, asthe previous Firman had confided 
them to his brother, Tewfik. This proceed- 
ing will be attended with great pomp and 
circumstance, for which England cares noth- 
ing. She means to retain a foothold on the Nile 
and continue the work of absorbing Egypt. 
This is clearly shown by the opposition to 
the Egyptian proposition of constructing a 
railway up the Nile Valley to Dongola, which 
would open a commercial road to the Soudan 
and Central Africaand bring a traffic of the 
most lucrative nature over Egyptian terri- 
tory and for the benefit of Egypt, English 
advisers instead suggest that a route be 
opened from Berber, on the Nile, to Suakim, 
on the Red Sea, which would secure the same 
lucrative traffic for the British steamship 
companies at Port Suakim and to the detri- 
ment of Egypt. 


GERMAN MINISTRY. 


FURTHER CHANGES IN THE CABINET—THE EDU- 
CATION BILL. 

BERuIN, April 4.—The Ministerial changes 
arising out of the recent crisis 
bave been definitely completed by the 
appointment of Herr Hanauer as_ direc- 
torin the office of Justice of the Empire. 
Herr Hanauer was gazetted to-night as the 
successor of Dr. von Bosse as Secretary of State 
in the office of Justice in the Empire. Herr 
Hanavuer has a good record as director of the 
department. 

The powers of Count Von Eulenburg as 
President of the Prussian Ministry will be 
tested on Tuesday next, when the Centrists 
in the Lower House propose to debate his 
appointment by challenging the allowance 
for the President of the Council. The Clerico- 
Conservative majority rejoice at the chance 
to show their hostility by a rejection of the 
credit. The National-Liberals, and the 
Frelsinnige party are also reluctant to grant 
the money. 

The present session of thefLandtag will close 
on April 68. The members are baffled 
and are furious Over the with- 
drawal of the primary education Dill. 
The Clerico-Conservatives will give the 
Government a parting kick, but even the re- 
jection of the credit made necessary by the 
separation of the functions of the Imperial 
Chancellor andthe chief of Prussian Cabinet 
will not lead to an immediate ministerial 
crisis. 

The Centrist leader, Herr Schorlemen -Alst, 
announces that the resumption of the educa- 
tion bill will be the foremost plank in the 
electoral programme of the Centrist 
deputies. 

Count Von Schouvaloff, the Prussian Am- 
bDassador to Germany, has made overtures 
to Ohancellor Von Caprivi with a view 
to the restoration of the com- 
mercial entente between Russia and 
Germany. No news’ for a long time has 
awakened more interest. The initiative was 
taken* solely by Count Von‘ Schouvalof.

AFRICAN UPRISINGS, 


TROUBLE ON THE GOLD COAST—THE DAHOMAN 
ADVANCE. 


LONDON, April 4.—Advices from East Africa 
state that there has been trouble lately 
among the natives on the gold coast. The 
chief seat of the unrest was in the eastern 
Sorbo country, and arose out of the conflict 
of British sanitary regirements with native 
customs. Sakitty, the King of East Corbo, 
died recently after a few days’ illness, and, 
according to native custom, was buried in 
his hguse. Commissioner Williams, how- 
ever, insisted upon burial in the proper 
place, ana ‘told the natives that intramural 
burials had been prohibited by ordi- 
hance. A dispute arose on the point, which 
resulted in an attack upon the Com- 
missioner, who took shelter in a 
German house, and telegraphed to the Gov- 
ernor. Hostilities were averted, Sakitty being 
exhumed and reinterred elsewhere... The 
late King held a collar and sword from Queen 
Victoria, bestowed upon him by Her Majesty 
for efficient service rendered to the British 
Government inthe Ashantee war of 1873-74, 
although he was practically forced to side 
with the British under pain of death and im- 
mediate occupation of the country. Other- 
wise, it is stated, the late Chief was disposed 
to sympathize with the Ashantees. 

An official dispatch from Porto Novo states 
that the Dahomans continue to advance to- 
ward thecoast,and thatthey are gaining 
large reinforcements to their ranks. The 
dispatch adds, itis expected that they will 
attack Porto Novo to-day. 


RUSSIAN RELIEF, 


FOOD GOING TO THE SUFFERING—THE MIS- 
SOURI’S CREW HONORED, 

MrBav, Russia, April 4.—The first train-load 
of the cargo ofthe steamer Missourl, which 
brought to this port from New York an im- 
mense quantity of four and grain given by 
Americans for the rellef of the starving Ras- 
sian peasants, will start for Orenburg this 
evening. The Missouri, which sails under 
the British flag, is commanded by Capt. Fin- 
ley. Yesterday in the presence of all the 
natables of ths town Count Dobrinsky pre- 
sented Capt. Finley witha splendid antique 
Russian tea service. In replying to the pre- 
sentation speech Capt. Finley expressed him- 
selfas deeply touched at the appreciation 
shown for his slight services in bringing to 
Russia the offerings of charitable Americans, 
who had always shown themselves ready to 
respond in the most free-handed manner to 
appeals for aidfrom any nation. A grand 
banquet will be given Wednesday evening to 
the American visitors, including the three 
American relief commissioners. 


TRADE PARALYZED. 


DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF THE BRITISH MINERS’ 
STRIKE. 

Lonpon, April 4.—The effects of the strike 
of the coal miners in Durham threaten to be 
more deplorable than was anticipated by any 
one who has examined intothetrouble. The 
stocks of fuel. in the large factories arealmost 
gone, and it is probable that ina few weeksa 
number of heavy failures will be announced. 
There has never been so gravea crisis in the 
history of trade and industry in the North of 
England. All the berths on the river Tyne 
are occupied by vessels made idle by the 
strike, and firms with a European reputation 
are in jeopardy. Hugecoal yards, formerly 
the scene of the busiest activity and on which 
entire communities depended for their ex- 
istence, are now idle. The strike hasal- 
ready done more harm than any modern 
strike, and its effects become worse dally. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


EXPLORING DAVIS STRAITS—DEEPENING THE 
MERSEY—BRIEFS. 

Lonpon, April 4.—Sir Henry Booth, on 
board the yacht Kara, started from Wiven- 
hoe, England, to-day, bound for Davis Straits 
to explore the whale fishing grounds. The 
Kara is a heavily- built vessel of seventy -seven 
tons. She is double-sheathed and her bows 
are plated. She is well provisioned for a two 
years’ cruise and is manned by twelve Scotch 
sailors, all of whom are experienced in Arctic 
explorations. Capt. Ashby is in command of 
the. vessel. 

Admiral Sir F. W. Richards, who has been 
examining into the question of deepening the 
water at the mouth of the River Mersey, has 
made areport in which he says that it is 
feasible by dredging the bar at the mouth of 
the river, to procure such a depth of water as 
will enable the heaviest draught steamers to 
entertheriver at any time, without rogard 
to the tides. The water on the bar has al- 
ready been deepened five feet, and the Mer- 
sey conversaucy has decided to completely 
dredge the bar, as suggested in the Admiral’s 
report. 


RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION. 

BERLIN, April 4.—The feeling against the 
Jesuits, aroused during the struggle over the 
primary education bill, when it was charged 
that one object of the measure was tointro- 
duce the Jesuits into Prussian schools, has 
not abated. The authorities of Dortmund, 
Prussia, a strongly Lutheran town, have 
prohibited the Jesuits from holding an 
intended conference at that place. The 
Jesuits and ultramontanes generally 
are very indignant, and Father Gran- 
derath, the noted Jesuit, will, it is said, ap- 
peal to the Reichstag against what js claimed 
to be nothing short of religious perseqution, 


THE INDIAN RUPEE. 

Lonpon, April 4.—In the course ofa long 
article on the grave situation in India grow- 
ing out of the fallin the price of the rupee, 
the 7imes to-day says: ‘‘Fromjthe time of the 
demonetization of silver in 1873 to the passage 
of the Bland bill India has been helpless. 
She sees her currency the plaything of 
foreign legislation. ‘The present rates of 
exchange are an intimation to everybody 
and to every firm with money invested on 
India that they may soon have to write off its 
value one-half of what it was valued at twen- 
ty-fiVe yearsago. As farascan beseen the 
rupee has not yet reached its lowest value, 
and that it will scarcely reachiits lowest point 
without the American treasury continues to 
make enforced purchases of silver,’ 


BULGARIA ARMING, 

Sori1a, April 4.—An order has been sent by 
the Bulgarian Government to the Austria 
small arms manufactory at Steyr for 40,000 
Mannilicher rifles and 6,000 carbines. The 
former are to be delivered as follows: Twelve 
thousand in April, 14,000in May, and 14,000 in 
June. The6,000carbines arealso to be de- 
livered inJune. Bulgaria will then possess 
140,000 rifles and 6,000carbines, and hers will

Republicans on the Defensive in a Protec- 
tion Stronghold — Gen. Grosvenor 
Thinks Harrison and Cleveland Will 
Be the Nominees—The Ohio Gerry- 
mander—General Political News. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 4.—The prepara- 
tory work for the ‘State election on Wednes- 
day is nearly over. Buta few more meetings 
are to be held and none of those are of much 
importance except the Republican gath- 
ering In the city to-night, which is to be 
addressed by the Secretary of the Navy and 
Congressman Burrowsof Michigan. A mass- 
meeting of the Republicans will be held to- 
night in Pawtucket, where ex-Speaker Reed 
will speak, and Speaker Barrett of the Mas- 
sachusetts House of Representatives. The 
Democrats have finished theirlarge gather- 
ings, but some meetings will be held in 
various parts of the State to-night and to- 
morrow. Both parties claim to be confident 
of the result, but the indications point to the 
election of a Republican majority in 
the Legislature. The State ticket is 
likely to fail of an election, with the 
Democrats securing a plurality of the votes 
cast, which will; however, be of no avail in 
case of the election of a Republican Legisla- 
ture. Senator Aldrich states that he con- 
Siders the outlook very satisfactory for the 
Republicans and hopes that they will receive 
a plurality vote for State officers, as this will 
be taken as an indication of the vote on the 
Presidential election, which is by plurality 
instead of by majority, as in the State con- 
test. The Democrats claim thata plurality 
vote on State officers is assured them, and 
they hope fora majority, too, as well as the 
balance of power in the Legislature. 


GROSVENOR’S ESTIMATE.

ELEVEN SQUARES BURNED. 
New Orleans Visited by a Destructive 
Fire. . 


NEw ORLEANS, April 4.—In two fires yester- 
day, four cotton presses, covering five squares 
of territory, and sfx squares of residences 
were destroyed. The cotton press fire started 
amid some cotton on the sidewalk in front of 
the Fire Proof Cotton Press. A passer-by, it 
is thought, threw away a cigarette, which 
fellin the cotton. The flames reached the 
80,000 bales of cotton in the press and de- 
stroyed it ell. The Shippers* Press was the 
next to catch, and three-fourths of the 50,000 
bales went up smoke and flames. 
The flames continued southward and 
consumed the Independent Press, 
with 5, _ Dales of cotton, 
The New Orleans press, the largest in the 
city, and stored with 40,000 pales, followed 
the others toruin. With the assistance of a 
firecomparpy from Mobvile the flames were 
checked at this point and incalculable dam- 
age prevented. The residents for three 
blocks around the presses removed their fur- 
niture in fear of the flames. 

The wall of the re Proof Press at 
Terpsichore and _ Peters streets’ fell 
while the firemen were 
the building, and Capt. 
pree, Lieut. Shaw and Pipeman Bordeaux of 
Company No. 18 were caught beneath the 
mass. They were soon rescued, and Dupree 
was found to be only Slightly injured, the 
others seriously. 

The Fire Proof Press was valued at $100,000, 
the Shippers’ at $10,000, the Independent at 
$100,000, the New Orleans at $200,000, Ail 
these belonged toa British syndicate which 
bought them two days ago. About eighty- 
five thousand bales of egftton were burned, 
which, at the rate of $30a@ bale represents a 
loss of $2,550,000. The cotton was mostly 
insured in foreign companies, but the build- 
ings and machinery were insured in home 
companies. 

It was while the entire Fire Department was 
at work on the cotton-pfess fire that the sec- 
ond conflagration br out, which swept 
away four squares of dwellings and stores in 
the poorer section of the city, This fire 
started ina cottage on Laurel, near Third 
street, and as it was mearly an hour before 
engines were ordered there from the burning 
cotton- presses, it had destroyed the block by 
the tims the department began fighting it. 
With such a start andwith a high wind 
blowing, the flames were uncontrollable. 
With the exception of three dwellings in the 
square between Constance, Laurel, Second 
and Third streets, the fire made a clean 
sweep of everything between Laurel and 
Magazine and between First and Third, 
spreading to. Annunclation. About 115 
dwellings and one church, the First Baptist 
on Third and Magazine, were destroyed. 
The fire was prevented from spreading across 
Magazine by the department making a 
desperate fight there with Sigmund Ketz’s 
brick dwelling formingabarrier. This was 
the only thing that save@ the aristocratic 
portion of the city from destruction. The 
total loss by this second freis estimated at 
over $1,000,000, which falls principally upon 
local insurance companies, 


INCENDIARY WORK. 

PANAMA, April 4.—The town of Culebra, ten 
miles from here, has been partially destroyed 
by fire. Itis one ofthe principal stations of 
the canal. It wasthe work of incendiaries 
and started near the canal machine shop, 
which narrowly escaped being consumed, 
An entire block was burned. It covered 
45,000 square meters and contained seventeen 
houses, including the Canteen, Ohinese 
shops, the Anglican church and _ several 
canal barracks. The loss was $2,000. A 
negro who was looting Was stabbed. A 
Chinaman was burned to death. A later at- 
tempt to fire another part of the town was 
frustrated, The police haveno clew to the 
perpetrators. 


FOUR INCENDIARY PERES. 
MONTREAL, April 4.—This city was beset 
yesterday by a number of fires, which, in four 
instances, were of incendiary origin. At the 
last fre anattempt was made to destroy the 


Bonsecourse Market. It came near being a 
success, and before ft was got under control 
eighteen firemen were Overcome by smoke 
and had tobe laid off for atime. Two cases 
are likely to prove fatal. Loss about $100,000. 


HOSPITAL SCORCHED. 
ASHLAND, Wis., April 4.—Fire in the Rine- 
hart Hospital last night caused a panic 
amongthe fifty inmates. All were finally 


rescued in safety, but many had narrow 
escapes from suffocation. After a desperate 
fight the firemen saved the building, the loss 
being but slight.

FOR CHILD MURDER. 


Opening of the Case Against Annie 
Margaret Montague. 


RELIGIOUS PREJUDICES A FEATURE OF 
THE TRIAL, 


George A. Stillwell, Who Has Many 
Aliases, Identified as a Murderer—An 
All-Round Record of Crime—Negro 
Desperado Killed—-Wholesale Ticket 
Robbery—Criminal News. 


DUBLIN, April 4.—Intense interest is mani- 
fested here in the trial of Mrs. Annie Mar- 
garet Montague, wife of Mr. Robert Acheson 
Cromie-Montague, of Cronmore House, 
Townland of Ballylease, County of London- 
derry, who was indicted here on Saturday for 
manslaughter for killing her 8-year-old 
daughter, Helen, and for cruelty to Austin, 
Walter and Gilbert, three of her sons, under 
the age of 14 years. The trial was set for 
March 17 at the Londonderry Assizes, but her 
counsel, Mr. William McLaughlin, Q. C., and 
Mr. John Ross, Q. C., made application for a 
change of venue on the ground that public 
feeling in Ulster was so against their client, 
who was a convert to Catholicism, that it 
would be impossible for her to obtaina fair 
and impartial trial there, where religious 
feeling was very high. The application was 
granted, andthe case was transferred tothe 
Dublin Assizes, where it came on for trial to- 
day. 

Atanearly hour crowds collected in the 
vicinity of the Court-house and immediately 
after the opening of the court-room it was 
filled with an interested crowd, who eagerly 
discussed the case inall its bearings before 
the hour set for the formal entry of the, 
Judge. After the Judge had taken his seat 
Mr. J. Atkinson, Q. OC., Solicitor- 
General for Ireland, who prosecuted 
the case, said that the crown did 
not charge the prisoner with the inten- 
tion to kill or injure her daughter Helen. 
Owing to the extreme and unreasonable pun- 
ishment she had inflicted upon her, resulting 
in the girl’s death, she was guilty of man- 
slaughter, as charged in thetrue Dill the 
Grand-jury had returned against her. 

Much delay was met with in securinga 
jury. Mrs. Montague’s counsel challenged 
every Protestant among the talesmen, and 
the crown objected to a number of Catholics. 
Finally twelve men were secured and the in- 
dictment was read to the accused. She 
pleaded not guilty to all the counts therein. 
The crown decided to proceed against her on 
the indictment charging her with man- 
slaughter. 

The details of the crime charged sgainst 
Mrs. Montague, which were fully cabled at 
the time, have causedjmore comment than 
any murder in Irigh criminalannals. The 
child, a little daughter 3 years old, had been 
badly used by its governess, in addition to 
being the object of hatred of its mother. For 
some childish escapade on the partof her 
charge the governess locked the little 
girl up in a dark room as punish- 
ment and then informed the mother, 
Mrs. Montague, of the child’s offense 
and the punishment she had meted out to 
her for it. The mother, hg tothe dark 
room in which the child been confined hy 
the governess, tied her baby daughter’s arms 
behind her back and wound the end of the 
cord about the child’s arm to aringinthe 
wall, half stringing her up and fastening her 
to the wall, The child cried piteously to be 
reléased, promising never to offend 
again; but the mother went away and 
locked the door behind her, After the 
mother left the child’s cries grew 
fainter and then ceased entirely. Three 
hours after her incarceration, when the door 
of the dark room was opened the child was 
found to be dead. She had been choked to 
death, her face being horribly distorted. 

The mother, Mrs. Montague, was at once 
taken into paerer cy © and in spite of the efforts 
of her influential friends and relations and in 
spite of the pleas of able counsel she was for- 
mally committed for trial om the charge of 
murder. 

Itissaid that other serious instances of 
cruelty upon the .part of Mrs, Montague to 
her child will be disclosed at the trial, which 
promises to be one of the most interesting 
and exciting which have occurred in this 
part of the country for many years past. 

Mrs. Montague was convicted of man- 
seuaates and sentenced to one year at hard 
a . 


AN ALL-ROUNDER, 


JOHN ARTHUR SIMPSON SEEKING NEW FIELDS 
OF LABOR. 

DOVER, N. H., April 4.—The picture of John 
Arthur Simpson, allas George Simpson, alias 
George A. Stillwell, formerly of Fredericton, 
New Brunswick, once a Baptist minister, later 
a burglar, horse-thief,~ incendiary, forger, 
bigamist and finally a murderer, has been 
identified as that of Julius McArthur, 
who killed Deputy Sheriff Charles H. 
Smith of New Hampshire May 16, 1891, 
while resisting aresst for stealing a 
horse, and who escaped from the 
jail in this city July 17, 1891. McArthur is 
supposed to have gone West. He is a remark- 
ably fluenttalker. Hecan preach a sermon, 
make a prayer or deliver a poetical oration 
ina manner to win high compliments, while 
his education and natural judgment enable 
him, where his record is not known, to gain 
consideration asa polished gentleman. The 
crime for which Simpson is wanted was com- 
mitted less than a month after his discharge 
from the State prison of Massachu- 
setts, after serving a three years’ sen- 
tence for Digamy. Leaving Boston he 
went to Vermont and there stole a horse and 
carriage at Enosburg Falls. He was over- 
taken near Farmington, N. H., withthe team 
and in the attempt to arrest him shot Officer 
Smith, who, however, held his prisoner until 
secured by others. The day after he was 
pee in jail ‘‘McArthur’’ attempted suicide 

He was then placed in 
the woman’s department of the jall for med- 
ical treatment and later succeeded in making 
his escape. :

Both were under 
the influence of whisky when they came 
together, Redman with a shotgun and Parker 
witha penknife. Redman fired and killed 
Parker instantly, after which he went to Fal- 
mouth and gave himself up to the authorities. 


SANDBAGGED. 
FAYETTE, Mo., April 4.—Bud Proctor, a 
white citizen of Fayette, was struck witha 
sandbag or slungshot last night #by 
a negro named Alfred Nash. Proctor was 
carried to his home, where he died four 
hours later from concussion of the brain. 
The murderer was arrested and placed in the 
county jail. 


WHOLESALE TICKET ROBBERY. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 4.—Saturday night bur- 
glars entered the train agent’s office at the 
Union Depot and stole nearly $10,000 worth of 
tickets.

THE WOODRUFF TRIAL. 


Arkansas’ Ex-Treasurer Must Appear in 
Court To-Morrow. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 4.—To-morrow Is 
the day set forthe trial of ex-Treasurer W. 
E. Woodruff. The history of the case has 
been fully printed. Woodruff was indicted 
asa defaulter to the State in the sumof 
$96,800. The announcement of Treasurer 
Woodruff’s defalcation was first. made on the 
6th day of December, 1891, and created a de- 
cided sensation not only in Arkansas but 
throughout the country. The first estimate 
placed the amount in which he was short in 
his accounts with the State at $67,000, though 


later developments increased ‘the figures to |. 


nearly $100,000. A meeting of Woodruff’s 
bondsmen was held soon after reports of his 


shortage were made public, and the inves- 
tigation set on foot by them and the 
Governor of the State revealed 
a defalcation of $96,800. The matter was pre- 
sented to the Legislature, and, fora time, 
assumed a political phase, but the final re- 
sult was the indictment of Woodruff by the 
Grand-jury, charged with embezzling State 
funds andthe trial upon this charge. One 
notable incident of the investigation of 
Woodruff’s accounts was the arrest of J. L. 
Ray, one of the expert accountants employed 
in the case, charged with the theft of $100,000, 
alleged to bave been stolen from the treasury 
Vaults pending the investigation. 

The cause of Woodruff’s troubles ts the old 
story of a public officer’s serving friends by 
lending them the people’s money anda their 
failure to keep faith with him. 

The trial took place last November, and on 
the 18th of that month the jury, after being 
out some time, failed to agree on a verdict, 
and were discharged. They stood six to six, 
A new trial was then ordered. 

On the 25th of last February Attorney-Gen-~ 
eral Atkinson, acting under instructions from 
Gov. Eagle, filed a suit in Chancery Oourt 
against Woodruffand his bondsmen. Wood- 
ruff was Treasurer of Arkansas five terms, 
and every bondsmanon each bond is made 
defendantinthe suit. The sureties are ali 
prominent citizens residing in different sec- 
tions ofthe State. The amount sued foris 
$150,000. The complaint is a very lengthy doc- 
ument, andafter citing the fact of Wood- 
ruff’s election and qualifying as State Treas- 
urer, alleges that on the 12th day of January, 
1881, Woodruff, in his capacity as Treasurer, 
received from his predecessor in office a large 
amount of money and securities, as follows:

DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF THIS MORN-

This is precisely the position taken oy our commit- 
tee in the extract heretofore quoted and published 
on pages 20 and 21 of the committee re- 
port. ft ts the tariff that controls the tee of 
American wool; it fixes the value of wool in the 
world’s markets. Mr. North, in the editorial re- 
ferred toon page 363, says: **‘The price of Ohio 
washed fleece wool previous to the last two years 
has quite untformmly been higher phen the price of 
the nearest corresponding grade of Australian wool 
ase Phillip ea bat rarely by the full amount 

f daty wpe class 1 wool.’’ 

Hore it will be seen that Mr. North stated that the 
Ohio washed fleece is the American wool which most 
nearly corresponds in grade to the Australian or 
Port Phillip fleece. The committee called upon the 
Burean of Statistics to furnish i¢ with prices of an 
American wool which was the nearest corresponding 
to some foreign wool, so as to determine the relative 
value (which is always determined by 
the riee) of like quality in both markets. 
This information was given and Ohio washed 

eece and the Port Phillip fleece have been recog- 
nized by the mercantile world for more than & quar- 
ter of a century ae wool of the nearest corresponding 
grade. And these two wools being of nearest corre- 
sponding grade, it will appear by the table furnished 
for the twenty-three years indicated, are of practi- 
cally the same value fn Both countries, for value is 
determined by price,the price at which each showed, 
showing that on the average the foreign was worth a 
quarter of a cent more in London than the Ohio wool 
was worth in Boston. 

In the Buiietin of the National Association for the 
quarter ending ey ony er 1891, thisappears edi- 
torialiy, @oubtiess furnished bv Mr, North, in which 
he states: ‘‘The sympathy of markets is world wide, 
and the law of supply and demand penetrates every- 
where as earely as water seeks its level. The tariff 
permitsus to largeiy control ovr own market; but 
even when controliing it, we must accept values that 
are beyond ourcontrol.’’ Page Z50. 

Here Mr. North admits that the tariff on wool per- 
mits us toJargely control our own market. In this 
statement Mr. North itna@vertently gives away his 

ase. The Ameri¢an woo) merchants do not control 
the home market,and the price which the farmers 
get is largely controlled by them, always having in 
view the fact thatthey must aiways accept Values that 
are beyond control. Mr. North also stateson page 
xy of the same Bulletin as follows: **Foreign 
wools imported do not represent an equal number 
of pounds of domestic wool displaced, but increase 
the market for the domestic wool.’ 

If the foreign wool tnereases the market for do- 
mestie wool why not let it come ia without attempt- 
ing to keep it out by atariffef 11 cents a pound in 
the grease, 22 cents a pound washed and 35 centsa 
pound scoured. Itshould be remarked in this con- 
nection that the word ‘*Ohio’’ applied to wools is 
not limite? to wools grown in that State, bus to all 
wools of like grade in the United States. The Ohio 
mediam wool and the Port Phillipare both washed 
wools; the tariff on the importation of the Port Phil- 
lip fleeoe would be 22 cents a pound. If protec- 
tion to American wool protected fto the 

mount of the tariff, the OUhio wool should be worth 
vy cents a pound more than it actually was during 
the twenty-five years covered by the present tariff. 
In May, 1872, the price of Uhio medium as appears 
by the fable printed on page 41 cf the committee’s 
report,jreached 70 cents in gold and the price of Port 
Phillip fleece in London was only 47 cents, a dif- 
ference of : cents in favor of our wool. 
This is the only time since the woo! tariff, 1866, that 
the American producer realized the protection to 
which he was entitied, if protection 
actually protects in his case. This circumstance is 
expiained as Mr. Avery stated ‘‘showing the wild 
speculation in wools ofall kinds in the United 
States,’’ and also by the further fact which appears 
in a table priggod on page 83 of the report, namely 
that during the year 1872, the imports of foreign 
wool reached 126,000,000 pounds, while the aver- 
age imports of wool for the five years preceding 
were coy ; 000 pounds foreach year, This 
immense increase In importation has brought foreign 
wool into competition with the domestic article; 
it will aiso Re seen that the production of domestic 

ool for 1872 was only 150, ,000 of pounds, while 
the production for 1869 was 150, ,0OvO pounds, 
thus shewing a large faliing off in production and 
immense increase inimports. These two facts ex- 

lain the conditions which prevailed in 1871 to 1872 

s described by Mr. Avery and caused the ‘ ‘fabulous 
peodes realized ay speculators,’’ etc. But allowing 

he Onbio wool this advantage which existed but for 
one month the general average for the twenty-five 
years showed less than half a cent a pound 
more in value in the Ohio wool than the 
corresponding grade uf Australian wool in London.

If the ro- 
port of your committee is carefully considered it 
will be seen that the experience of the past quarter 
of acentury of high protective tariffs on wool and 
y protective tariffs on woolen goods has proved 
to be disastrous to the woo! grower, disastrous to 
the wool manufacturer

In conclusion, Mr, Chairman, I aesire to call at- 
tention to the fact thatthe piacing of raw sugar on 
the free list andthe corresponding reduction of the 
duty on refined sugar by the act of Vct.

Bise in a Canadian River Works Destruc- 
tion. 


MG@NTREAL, April 4.—The Salmon River in 
Huntington County, overflowed its banks 
yesterday, finding ventin the flats near by 
until the village of Dundee had the appear 
ance of one vast field of water dotted 
with houses.

All traffic on the Grand 
Trunk Railroad between Fort Covington and 
Messins is suspended for the present owing 
to the bridge having been carried away. 


LORENZO AND SAVONABOLA. 


The Magnificent Died Unabsolved and 
Unrepentant. 


From the Westminster Review. 

The Magnificent lay dying. The sins of his 
past rose up before himin mutinous array: 
absolution must be sought, Dut from whom? 
Around him was a crowd of courtiers and 
venal priests, who preached an elegant 
philosophy and practiceu coarse licentivus- 
ness. 

They had been the boon companions of his 
convivial moments. In the hourof death, 
when the shadows of an impenetrable future 
were already casting themselves ominously 
over a present fast oe from his grasp, 
Lorenzo turned from the priests of the circle 
with the sense of the hollowness of all the 
support and consolation they had to offer to 
the bed of death. ‘Their readiness to absolve 
him was a measure of the worthiessness of 
the absolution when it was obtained. 

Theh the vision of the one man who had 
ever denied his authority and denounced his 
administration rose up before Lorenzo—the 
Prior of San Marco, with his pronounced 
features, furrowed forehead, aquiline nose 
set mouth and linedcheeks. Intense mus 
have been the surprise of the great teacher 
Whenthe message reached him. ‘‘Lorenzo 
desires your presence.’’ Savonarola went at 
once, but not only, or even primarily, as the 
priest; be wasthe guardian of the Mberties 
of Florence. The coming interview was a 
great opportunity. 


Lorenzo and Savonarola metin the cham-- 


ber ofdeath, What passed can be, toa great 
extent, only matter for conjecture; for it ig 
improbable that witnesses would be present 
at such a scene, and for various and sufficient 
reasons neither actor In the momentons 
drama was likely to disclose the secrets of the 
interview. 

The story comes to us from the age of 
Savonarola of the three demands of the 
friar, cognate with the three great sins 
which specially disturbed the dictator’s 
conscience: A declaration of faith ih God 
and his church; restoration of that which 
had been wrongfully seized; lMberty for 
Florence, The second demand probably 
proved thecrux. At any rate, Savorarola 
went out from the presence unsatisfied, and 
Lorenzo the Magnificent died, unabsolved. 
Such, at any rate, is Villari’s account in sub- 
stance, which he defends in anote of Con- 
siderable argumentative power, 

There can be no doubt that this was the 
story, generally received in the century fol- 
lowing the death of Lorenzo, and although it 
is doubted by an authority like Ranke, and 
denied in toto by Roscoe, who makes Savon- 
arola unnaturally complaisant,the deduction 
from probability is all in its favor.

Another Cyclone Brewing in the West- 
ern States. 


KANSAS AND COLORADO THE CENTER 
OF DISTURBANCE. 


The Barometer Indicator at the Lowest 
“Point on Record— Heaviest Rainfall for 
Years at Farmington—Five Inches of 
. Snow Fell in Minnesota—The Local Re- 


port. 


KANSAS CiTy, Mo., April 4.—Dispatches 
from the West indicate that another cyclone 
threatens Kansas. The barometer has fallen 
to the lowest point ever known in this sec- 
tion, and dispatches from Denver say a 
storm is raging there, This morning high 
winds prevailed here, and there was every 
appearance of & repetition of Friday’s storm. 

Considerable excitement exists here over 
the very great possibility of tnis city being 
visited by a cyclone to-day. The Signal 
Service has sent outa bulletin, dismissing 
ail the schools and stating that the condi- 
tions fora cycione are favorable. The same 
barometer and conditions exist in North- 
western Kansas and this city that existed in 
the localities struck by the cyclone last week. 
The wind is blowing a gale here. 


RAIN AT FARMINGTON. 
FARMINGTON, Mo., April ¢.—The heaviest 
rainfall that has been experienced here for 
years occurred yesterday evening and last 
night. More than five inches of water fell 
within the space of twelve hours; the local 


streams are unprecedentedly full. It is re- 
ported that about 150 yards of the track of the 
st. L.,1.M. &L. Ry. are washed away just 
below De Lassus, and that more thana mile 
of the B., T. & M. Ry. is sweptaway. Much 
fencing and many bridges have been carried 
of, 
KILLED BY A TORNADO. 

CHERRYVALE, Kan,, April 4.—The country a 
mile east of Cherryvale was struck by a 
tornado about 10 o’clock last night and halfa 


dozen houses were demolished, two 
oe names unknown, bDeing = killed. 
n Cherryvale a woman was killed 
by ightning, but the wind did not touch the 
town. Dexter, in Cowley County, is also re- 
orted to have suffered fromthe wind. The 
Vestern Union wires are down again in 
some sections. The indications here 
to-day point to the probability 
of another wind storm before night. ‘The 
barometer is steadily faliimg, the sky is 
brassy anda strong south wind is blowing. 
An inky biack cloud is saidtobe hanging 
over the section southwest of ArKan- 
sas City, and the local weather 
bureau predicts more storms. C. L. West- 
late, whose skull was fractured during the 
storm which devasted Towanda on Thursday 
nizht, and the infant child of Elmer Hall 
whose leg was broken have been added to the 
list of fatalities since last night, making nine 
inall. The deathof Mrs. J. R. Kerr was in- 
correct. She is improving. 


A FREAK OF THE GALE. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., April 2.—Twice 
during the gale of yesterday the wind blew at 
@ velocity of seventy miles an hour. Atone 
ofthese intervals the yale accomplished a 
mostunacccuntable feat. Four years agoa 
four-story building was bullt, abutting the 
broken wall ofa building that had been de- 
stroyed by fire. The wall of 
the burned building remaining was 
more than one hundred feet long 
and nearly a story high, and the space be- 
tween the wall and that of the next building 
adjoining was not wide enough to introduce 
aknife-biade. Smallas the crevice was, the 
force of the gale acted on it like a wedge and 
laid the old wall flat as if separated witha 
knife, and wtheach brick remaining in its 
proper relation withthe others. ‘The loss tc 
the city by yesterday’s gale is estimated aj 
between $50,000 and $75,000. 


CYCLONE AT KIRKSVILLE. 
KIRKSVILLE, Mo., April 4.—A cyclone ac- 
companied with heavy rain struck this city 
ati10o’clock iast night doing considerable 
damage, but no fatalities reported. The 
entire upper frogt ofthe three brick build- 
ings, occupied by Cross & Bro., groceries, 


Cole & Green, furniture and J. E. Owen, 
grocery, were blown out, falling into the 
streetand the rearendof one building col- 
lapsed. Two new dwellings, owned by 
Thoms Sees, were lifted off their 
foundations and badly wrecked. The 
State Normal School building, which was un- 
roofed in Friday’s gale, was damaged tothe 
amount of $10,000 by the heavy rain of last 
night. The Mercantile College building is 
also badly damaged. 


HAIL AND RAIN, 
GREENSBURG, Pa., April 4.—A terrific wind, 
nailand wind storm, accompanied by light- 
ning, passed over the southern section of 
Westmoreland County at 7 last evening,doing 
great damage. The wind was very severe. The 


Scottdale Rolling Mill was badly wrecked. 
For a time the people were badly panic- 
strickenand fled to the basements of the 
houses, expecting every minute to be carried 
away by the gale. No one, however, was 
seriously injured. The loss to property can 
not be estimated at present.

A MINE FLOODED. 

PLYMOUTH, April4.—The Nottingham mine

Reports of local damage from wind and 
rain during this morning’s storm are numer- 
ous, At the corner of Chouteauand Compton 
avenues, reaching northward to the railroad 
tracks, Overa block away, the entire street 
and the sidewalks on both sides were flooded, 
the water standing four feet deep in some 

laces and reaching also into the yards of the 

issour! Pacific shops to the east. All the 
cellars of buildings fronting to the east on 
the Compton avenue side of the block were 
filled with water and great damage done, 
The livery stable of Frank Grayer, 8201 Ohou- 
teau avenue, which opens on Compton ave- 
nue, has in its front a _ perfect lake of 
water about three feet deep, through which 
ail carriages entering and leaving the stable 
have to pass. There was formerly an inlet to 
the Mill Creek Sewer at this corner, but the 
bullding of the Missouri Pacific shops neces- 
sitated its closing. The condition of the 
street has been reported to the Health Com- 
missioner. 

DAMAGE TO THE PARKS, 

‘*Forest Park was pretty badly torn up by 
the big rain storm,’’ said Park Commissioner 
Fechter this morning, ‘‘That impetuous Ht- 
tle upstart, the River Des Peres, broke loos® 
again this morning and tore several foot- 
bridges away from the banks. Ihave just 
received word from Supt. Callahan that there 
is only one foot- bridge standing 
and thut is 
playing havoc c The 
gravelroads are all furrowed with gullies 
caused by the flowing water;in some places 
the water tore up gravel and macadam 
completely, ruiningthe roads. Thisis very 
unfortunate as Il wanted all the money I 
could get for beautifying the park and didn’t 
anticipate any expenditures forrepairs. By 
the way the Carondelet people have been 
kicking fora pond in their park. They’ve 
got one this morning aboutten acres in ex- 
tent. The roads down there are completely 
rippedup. It will cost considerable to repair 
the drainage. . 

AT THE DEPOT. 

The great need ofthe city for a new Union 
Depot was evident to everybody at the old 
depot early this morning. ‘The tracks and 
the space between them were covered with 
water from 3 tosix inches deep, and about 
the only persons who left the depot with dry 
feet were those whohad worn water-proof 
boots and ladies and children who haa been 
carried toand fromtrains. Thescene for a 
time was not unlike a street scenein the City 
of Mexico directly after a tropical rainstorm, 
when hundreds of ladies and children and 
gentlemen alsoare picked up by cargadores 
and carried across the flooded thoroughfare. 

Several of the incoming trains were late 
this morning on account of the storm. 

BURNED OUT THE SWITCHBOARD. 

The lightning played with the wires of the 
Signal Office at police headquarters last night 
and this morning as it never did before. Op-. 
erator McCormick and Detective Dotzman, 
who were inthe room, say that the whole 
place seemed to be on fire at times. The 
lightning ranupand downthe gas pipe and 
other iron pipes and rods in the room, and 
evury fuse in the switchboard was burned 
out, breaking the connection with every po- 
lice station._Aand allthe city institutions and 
other public buildings. Mr. McCormick had 
a supply of extra fuses on hand, andat once 
went to work torepairthe damage, defying 
the lightning, as it were. He was soon in 
communication again with all the police 
stations, but lett the other wires open until 
after the storm. 

THE STORM IN CARONDELET. 

The rainand wind which swept over this 
section of the city was the most severe ever 
known. While the damage done was wide- 
spread it was not'of a serious character. The 
storm broke forth about 6:30 o’clock and 
lasted for one hour. Traffic on the Iron 
Mountain railway and Southern’ elec- 
tric railway was or aban- 
doned for that period e) time. 
The landslide at Lueker’s Station, the wash- 
ing away of twenty feet of track and the 
wreck at Sabula all had something to do 
—> stopping traffic on the Iron Mountain 
road. 

At the foot of Elwood street the water was 
fully three feet deep, making it impossible 
for the electric cars to pass. 
A number ofr motors were also 
burnt out, At Grundy street and 
Broadway the car tracks were covered with 
two feet of clay and mud. Cellars were 
flooded with water, cisterns caved in, and 
the damage done to the _ telephone 
wires was enormous. <A cistern on Min- 
nesota and Loughborough avenues 
burst, flooding the yard and cellar. A 
cistern In the rear of Louis Schrempp’s resi- 
dence burst, flooding his cellar. The door 
step in front of 7310 Pennsylvania avenue 
caved in, leaving a rent in the building two 
feet square. 

About 7:30 a telephone wire fell on the trol- 
ley wire of the Southern Railway, burning out 
every telephone south of Elwood street to the 
River Des Peres. ‘the pyrotechnic display 
from the wire which took place in front of 
Knorr’s drug store was a beautiful 
sight and had it not been for the arrival 
of the wire menofthe Southern Railway Co. 
a fire would have been inevitable. The house 
of Mrs. S. Johnson on the river bank south of 
the Missouri furnace is flooded with water. 
the water in her bedroom and kitched is 
fully two feet deep. The little River Des Peres 
is rising rapidly, anda flood is looked for in 
Happy Hollow, The police telephone wires 
were also sadly crippled. 

FRISCO TRACKS FLOODED. 

The tracks of the Frisco Rallway from How- 
ard’sintothecity were flooded during this 
morning’s storm, Trains were not stoppe, 
but were forced to travel slowly, owing to.:''3 
submerged tracks. At many of thecrossii 5s 
the railroad signs at the intersection of roads 
and streets were blown down, that at the old 
Manchester road crossing being carried quite 
a distance away. 

LINDELL LINE INTERFERED WITH. 

On the line of the Lindell Railway Co. from 
West Whittier street and Finney ‘ avenue 
westward, the water stood about 4 feet deep 
in the streets. The electric cars had to 
travel very slowly through this s0-minutes 
fiood, and pedestrians had considerable ex- 
perience in the art of ‘‘fording’’ street cross- 
ings. 


ON THE WABASH. 

The heavy rain covered the tracks of the 
Wabash Railroad last night between Clifton 
& Brunswick, Mo:, to adepth of a footor 
18 inches. 

The Omaha train took around about'!route 
over the Hannibal & St. Joe from Chillicothe 
to Macon in consequence of the flood, 
and it was delayed five hours. 
The other trains waited until the water 
codtehang away and suffered a delay of a few 
10urs, 

The local officials received a report that the 
Wabash River in Indiana burst its 
banks, but did no damage totheroad. They 
say that the rain all over the _ territory 
reached by the Wabash was the heaviest ever 
experienced. 

ON THE MISSOURI PACIFIC. 

The Missouri Pacific road had a landslide 
on the Lexington Branch near Lexington 
and another near Malta Bend on the Jeffer- 
son City & Booneville Branch. Men were set 
to work to clear away the blockade and the 
trains were running before morning. 

During the wind-storm the roof of D. T. 
Blank’s residence, 3124 Morgan street, was 
blown off, two front windows were dashed 
in, and considerable damage done to the 
house and contents. 

The sheds of a brick kiln on La Salle street, 
between Grand and Cabanne avenues, on the 
line of the Lindell Avenue Railway, were 
blown down during the storm. 

An ubfinished sewer on the same line 
between Sarah and Vandeventer avenues 
was washed in by the rain and badly wrecked 
for some distance. 

A long line of telegraph poles onthe Olive 
street cable line west of Grand avenue were 
blown down by the wind until they leaned 
threateningly across the tracks, and a force 
of men had to be sent out and piace them in 
a safe condition,

DAMAGE TO RAILROADS, 


Washouts and Landslides on the Iron 
Mountain—The Other Roads.

Smith stated this morning that reports of 
washouts along the Iron Mountain line ex- 
tending between De Soto, Piedmont, Irondale, 
Arcadia and Annapolis were numerous. 
The washouts were caused bythe storm of 
the past thirty-six hours, and were of sucha 


serious nature that all trains which 
left * Louis last night have 
been ordered held at Piedmont, Mo., 
while all incoming trains are now held 
at Poplar Bluff, Mo., thus leaving a clear 
field for the work of repair, which is already 
under way. General Superintendent Dickin- 
son of the Iron Mountain, with several as- 
sistants, left St. Louis this morning for the 
scene of the washouts, and wrecking and 
construction trains have been ordered to the 
spot. The report ofthe wreck of the stock 
train at Sabula, near Arcadia, by the collapse 
ofatrestie bridge, had already reached the 
geeeess offices. It had first been reported 
hat the engineer, fireman and brakeman 
had been killed, but the second report 
stated that the engineer and fireman 
had escaped uninjured, while the brakeman, 
Royer, had been instantly killed. ‘This latter 
report was confirmed this afternoon. Assist- 
ant General Manager Smith stated that this 
was the only serious casualty reported. 

From Carondelet inteiligence came this 
morning that at Tucker Station, on the Iron 
Mountain road, the south-bound accommo- 
dation train struck a land slide, which caused 
a delay of thirty minutes. The track was 
washed away for a distance of twenty feet. 


Victim of Last Friday’s Storm.

AUSTRALIA’S RABBIT PLAGUE. 


of This Little Pest Infest Al 
Parts of the Island. 


The plague of rabhits in Australia cannot 
be described without seeming exaggeration 
to those who have not had experience of it. 
Originally introduced in acolony of abouta 
score of individuals by a squatter near Mel- 
bourne, who thought their familiar presence 
would ‘‘remind him of home,’’ they have 
kept the recollection of England so fresh in 
the minds of pastoralists as to tempt them to 
very treasonable language concerning her 
whenever rabbits are mentioned. 

The fecundity of the rabbit is amazing, and 
his invasion of remote districts swift and 
mysterious, says a writerin scribner’s, Care- 
ful estimates show that, under favorable 
conditions, a pair of Australian rabbits will 
produce six litters a year, averaging five in- 
dividuals each. Asthe offspring themselves 
begin breeding at the age of 6 months, it is 
shown that, atthat rate, the original pair 
might be responsible in fiVe years for a 
progeny of over 20,000,000! ‘That the 
original score which were brought to the 
country have propagated after some such 
ratio, noonecan doubt who has seen the 
enormous hordes that now devastete the 
land in certain districts. In all but the 
remoter sections, the rabbits are now fairly 
under control, one rabbiter with a pack of 
dogs supervises stations where 100 were em- 

loyed ten years ago, and with ordinary vigi- 
ance the squatters have little to fear, Mill- 
ions of the animals have been killed by fenc- 
ing in the water holes and dams during a dry 
season, whereby they died of thirst, and lay 
in enormous. piles against the obstructions 
they had frantically and vainly striven to 
climb, and poisoned grain and fruit have 
killed myriads more. A fortune of £25,000, 
offered by the New South Wales government, 
still awaits the man who can invent some 
means of general destruction, and the know!l- 
edge of this fact has brought to the notice of 
the various colonial governments some very 
original devices,

THE HEAT OF THE SUN. 


Strange Facts and Speculations Concern- 
ing the Solar Temperature. 


From the Gentleman’s Magazine. 

Sir William Thomson has calculated that 
the quantity of fuel required for each square 
yard ofthe solar surface wceculd be no less 
than 13,500 pounds of coal per hour!—equiva- 
lent tothe work ofa steam engine of 63,000 
horse-power! This enormous expenditure 
of fuel would be sufficient.to melt a thick- 
ness of about 40 feet of ice per minute at the 
sun’s surface. Sir John Herschel says: 
‘*supposiny acylinder of ice 45 miles in dl- 
ameter to be continually darted 
into the sun with the veloc!i. 
t of Nght, andt hatthe water pro- 
duced by its fusion were continually carried 
off, the heat now given off constantly by 
radiation would then be wholly expended in 
its liquefaction, on the one hand, so as to 
leave no radiant surplus; while, onthe other, 
the actual temperature at its surface would 
undergo no diminution.’’ He also says that 
the ordinary expenditure of heat by the sun 
per minute would suffice to melt a cylinder of 
ice 184 feet in dlameter, and in length ex- 
tending from that luminary toa Centauri! 

As tothe actual temperature at the sun’s 
surface -various estimates have been 
made by different computers, Secchi 
supposed it to be about 10,000, - 
000 deg. of the Centigrade ther- 
mometer and Sporer 387,000 deg. of the 
same scale, while M. Poulillet thinks that it 
lies between 1,461 deg. and 1,761 deg. ©. M. 
Becquerel, Prof. Langley ana Sir Willlam 
Thomson consider thatthe temperature of 
the solar photosphere cannot exceed 3,000 
deg. C. According to M, Saint- 
Claire Deville, the temperature is 
somewhere avout 2,600deg. to 2,800 deg., and 
this agrees with subsequent experiments by 
Bunsen and Debray. Sir Robert Ball says that 
‘*we shall probably be well within the truth 
if we state the effective temperature ofthe 
sun to be about 18,000deg. F. (‘‘The Story of 
the Heavens,’’ page 495.) Vecchi’s estimate 
is probably very excessive, and the smaller 
determination nearer the truth. 

The actual heat ofthe sun must, however, 
be very great. Prof. Young says: ‘‘When 
heat is concentrated by a burning glass, the 
tem perature at the focus cannot rise above 
that of the source of heat, the effect of the 
lens being simply to movethe object at the 
focus virtually toward the sun, so that, If we 
negiect the loss of heat by 
through the Blass. the temperature at the 
focus should be the same as that of a point 
placed at such a distance from the sun that 
the solar disk would seem just as large as the 
lens itself, viewed from its own focus.’’

HYPNOTIZING ANIMALS. 


Some Interesting Experiments Made in 
England. 


Awriter in the Contemporary Review says: 
‘*Itake this cock, and I repeat on it what is 
known as the experimentum mirable of 
Kircher!; it is fresh from the barnyard anda 
very pugnacious animal. If I hold tt {t strug- 
gles and screams; but I have only to place it 
very quietly and firmly on this board 
and draw a chalk line from its beak, which I 
have depressed till it touchesthe board, and 
it remains, as you see, firmly hypnotized. It 
is motionless, or, as people would say, fascl- 
nated; and it will remain in this position for 
an indefinite time. take this rabbit and 
adjust iton its back In this little trough, 
which is only used to 
it from falling over, 
also becomes rapidly hynotized. 
same thing happens with a guinea pigora 
frog, or even with ayoungalligator. The 
limbs are plastic, can be moved in any dl- 
rection, and stay in the position in which 
they are placed. So, also, with a number of 
other animals, such as birds and crawfish. 
Harting states that if this experiment be 
frequently repeated with a fowl it will 
often become permanently paralyzed in 
some of its Jimbs.

We do not wonder that President Har- 
RISON has ‘‘expressed himself as abhor- 
ring’’ the plan of forming tariff debating 
clubs for the purpose of collecting money 
for the Republican campaign fund.

In the first place the plan is a paltry 
scheme which offers little prospect of 
bringing in adequate returns. Toa Presi- 
dent accustomed to the broad-guage 
methods and magnificent slush funds of 
such milliohaires as WANAMAKRR, CAR- 
NEGIB and Morton, the methods and re- 
sults of the petty tariff debating club are 
cheap and nasty.

BOATS ARE TIED UP. 


—— 


Thirteen Steamers in Port and Unable 
to Unload. 


SEVERAL EXCITING INCIDENTS GROW 
OUT OF THE STRIKE. 


All the Anchor Line Steamers Tied Up on 
the Levee Because Mon Cannot Bs Be 
cured to Unload Their Cargoes—Shoot- 
ing on the Gem City—Fight Between 
Two Strikers. 


Thirteen steamboats are tied up on the 
Leeve from the foot of Franklin avenue to 
the foot of Walnut street, and not more than 
150 to 200 men are at work loading or unload- 
ing them. The rivermen’s strike and the 
rain have severely crippled the river trade. 
At present the Levee front presents a picture 
often seen in the days when the river traffic 
was at its height, except that the great piles 
of merchandise on the slope instead of being 
surrounded by busy workmen and 
shouting mates are deserted with only 
& handful of white men to be seen occasion- 
ally going about them. Capt. Mason, presi- 
dent of the Anchor Line, who now has three 
“reat steamers at his wharf-boat, said: ‘*‘We 
cannot get men. We want 200 men to load 
and unload the City of New Orleans, the City 
of Providence andthe Crystal City, but we 
have only fifty. The Providence should leave 
to-morrow or will leave if we can get a 
crew. We are offeringour men what they 
ask—25 cents an hour—but they will not work. 
I hope to make some arrangement by to-mor- 
row which will put an end to the trouble,’’ 

WILL NOT SIGN AN AGREEMENT. 

Capt. Mason employs more men than any 
individual representing a company in this 
city and he has always paid the highest 
wages. He is very popular with all classes 
of men, and even the deckhands are express- 
ing their regrets that he should be incon- 
venienced by this strikethrough the obst!- 
nacy of the other boat owners. Capt. Mason 
is willing to pay what the strikers demand, 
that is, to give engineers from $9 to $125a 
month, firemen $50 to $90 a month, deck- 
hands $5 a month and board, and 
longshoremen 2 cents an hour, but 
he will not sign an agreement with 
the four labor unions representing these 
men. Should he sign the agreement now 
and the strikers win, his position would be 
agreeable, but if he signed and the strikers 
lost theirfight the Anchor Line would be fn 
constant turmoll if the company did not live 
uptothe agreement. Capt. Mason, though 
willing to pay all demands, will not sign 
until the signatures of several other boat- 
owners are secured, 

EXCITING SCENES. 

The most exciting incident during the 
strike occurred iate Saturday night while the 
Gem City of the Diamond Jo line was ioad- 
ing. Forty men were engaged from 5 o’clock 
untilil o’clock unloading and gadiag the 
boat under the supervision of First Mate 
Jaines Boland. Heazgreed to pay 2 cents an 
hour and in seven hours he accom- 
plished what would have taken 
forty men to do in twelve hours 
under ordinary circumstances, but being 
com pelled to pay 2 centsan hour he made 
the ‘‘rousters’’ work ‘‘on the run,’’ as they 
termed it. He shouted himself hoarse order- 
ing the men aboutand kept them trotting 
with a wagon stake in one hand and a revol- 
ver in the other hand concealed in his pocket. 
One negro dropped a box of beerand know- 
ing ‘‘somethin’ was going todrap,’’ he ran. 
Boland fired three shots at him as he was go- 
ing but did not hithim. The boat left with 
only eight men on deck, and as it went under 
the big bridge fotir more shots were heard. 
It Is supposed someone tried to desert by 
fempine overboard, but the facts will not be 
cnown until the poat returns ina few days. 

Almost twenty white men and four negroes 
were unloading the Spread Eagle this morn- 
ring undera St. Louls contractor who saw, it 
is said, he would lose money on the job on 
account of the rain, 4nd to prevent this he 
forced his men to run ys the Levee inthe face 
ofthe storms When thé rain was coming 
down in torrents, three white men ran out 
with sacks of wheat and after 
droppingthem onthe scales ran away and 
disappeared in the grog shops which fine the 
river front. Fearing a wholesale desertion, 
the contractor allowed the men to drop their 
burdens on the wharfboats until the rain 
ceased. This incicent is but one of many 
occurring along the Levee all day 
and shows under what difficulties the 
steamboat men are laboring during 
the strixe. Whatever truth there may be in 
the rumor generally circulated yesterday 
and to-day, that the backbone of the strike 
was broken, the condition of affairs on the 
Levee this afternoon did not verify it, 
There was work for 1,00 to il, 
men to do, and less than 200 
men were at work. Every saloon, lodging- 
house and sheiter on the Levee was filled 
with negroesand whites this morning, the 
number belng estimated at 1,200 to 1,500. They 
spent the time telling stories, roll- 
ing dice and cracking jokes. Very 
few fights have occurred since 
the strike began eariy last week, a remarka- 
ble fact, considering the number of idle and 
strangely mixed men, Leaders in the strike 
are constantly going from one saloon to 
another urging the men to behave them- 
selves and making little speeches of encour- 
agement. 

A LEADER’S ELOQUENCE. 

**We got ’em,’’ one was heard to say, ad- 
dressing acrowd. ‘*We got ’em and now 
les’ hoid’em. Doan drink no whisky an’ 
ret to fightin’ an’ muss disup. All yo’ wan’ 

’ dois lay low, say nothin’ and doan drink 
no whisky. Efyo’ gott’ scrap cross de 
ribber and bus each yather, oan shoot 
craps. You’il git t’ oe ef yo’ shoot 
craps en den yo’!l muss dls yere strike all up. 
Mine w’at I’m tellin’, you’ll win sho’ ef yo’ 
doan drink whisky an’ doan roll-craps.’’ 

THE BOATS TIED UP. 

At noon to-day the following boats were 
tied up on the Levee: The Cherokee, Ferd 
Herold, City of Providence, Crystal City, Jay 
Gould, Benton, City of Savannah, dle- 
wild, Arkansas city, Josie of 
St. Louls, George Lysle, Spread 
Eagle and Louis Houck. Some of these boats 
were to have left the cfty yesterday, but 
could not get acrew to ship with them and 
otbers are billed to leave to-day, but 
will probably remain until to-morrow or 
Jater. The D. H. Pike left yesterday. a day 
late, with only six men to handle the freight. 
Yesterday five boats reached the city well 
loaded, andtwo more came in this moe ogy 
Some of them are being unloaded gradually 
by afew men, while others have not been 
touched. 

The steamboat owners were met with a 
new trouble yesterday and Saturday when 
the cabin boys and waiters demanded $3 a 
month more on their wages. Three or four 
walked off the Gem City yesterday when the 
demand was refused, but it is not Known 
whether the strike among the ‘‘kitchen mén 
and flunkies’’ will. be general until some of 
the other boats go out to-day or to-morrow, 
The demand is never made until the Dell is 
rung for departure, when it is too late to ea- 
gage new hands. 

AN EARLY MORNING FIGHT. 

John Dahl, a barber on the steamer City of 
New Orleans, and Edward ‘Temperly, a 
steamboat cook, tried to settle the rousta- 
bouts’ strike onthe Levee this morning. it 
was about 3 o’clock, ahd the meeting took 

lace in Henry Hooke’s saloon on_ Third and 
Market streets. The barber got the worst of 
it, recelvingan ugly gash in the forehead, 
which he says was infilcted by Temperly with 
achair. The wound was sewed < at the 
Dispensary, and he Was then sent to his home 
at 4446 Cottage av. Temperly was given a bed 
forthe rest of the night in the Chestnut 
street Police Station. In the Police Court this 
morning he got his case continued and gave 
bond, with Fritz Bathman as security.

The Reason Given for the Stagnation of 

: the Stook Market. 

On Third street the brokérs report that 
| business has been very dull and few sales of 
stocks or bonds have been made, The cause 
of this inactivity is peculiar, being due not 
to dullness of business in other lines, but 
being ascribed to the general prosperity. The 
cause of the present stagnation is referred to 
the Reading deal. Just before that was 
completed there was a general advance of 
stocks all along the line and Sst. Louis in- 


vested heavily. New York dealers had 
been heavy purchasers and when 
was comple ed were ready to sell other 
tocks But none were inclined to sell 
at a loss, and buyers, re 
as rather inflated, were not prepared to in- 
vest. A tightness in the money market woulu 
have caused lace locks to be offered for 
what they would bring, but the banks have 
en ready to advance all the cash required, 
and holders are therefore not obliged to sell, 
The result of this condition of affairs has been 
& nearly exclusively professional market. 
Brokers, also state that mone which 
usually seeks stock oor bond invest- 
ment is in this city being largely 
put into real estate and that the buying de- 
mnand is thereby much weakened, Telegrams 
received by private Wire this morning state 
that English holders of American securities 
have, since the failure of the silver bill to 
pass, been withdrawing their stock from the 
market and that many ate buying instead of 
sélling. Itis believed that this wlll cause an 
increased demand ana that the market after 
the April settlements are made will once 
more become active.

The Alliance andthe Third Party. 


The Peopie’s party organizers are leaving 
nothing undone to capture the Missouri Farm- 
ers’ Alliance and its 100,000 members. Thus 
arthe leaders have met with considerable 
encouragement. President Leverett Leon- 
ard, whoa short time ago was a Democrat of 


the most aggressive type, is now 
a People’s arty advocate of thej 
most ardent kind, At the conference 
of the labor unions at Central Turner Hail 
Saturday eVening, a letter of regret at his 
inability to attend was read. ‘The letter con- 
tained a most positive declaration for third 
principles. and the People’s ~~ rep- 
resentatives, who got up the meeting, were 
highly elated in consequence. Democratic 
leaders throughout the State are now 
wondering just how many of the Alliance 
men will go overtothbe third party. The de- 
feat of the free silver Dill, will, it is now 
feared, have the effect of uniting the Alliance 
on a third party platform. This is one of the 
leading demands in the Alliance platiorm. 

At the last convention of the Alliance held 
last August at Pertle Springs, U. 8. Hall, the 
outgoing President, opposed Leonard on the 
ground that he was a third yady sub-treas- 
ury advocate and Leonard admitted the sub- 
treasury charge, but denied that he had any 
intention of steering the organization into 
the new party. He also said that the Alliance 
should not be dominated over by 
politicians which was a hit 
a Hall. Since the election 
of Leonard the membership has dropped off 
considerably in some quarters, but according 
to the figures of Aga Dines it has gained in 
other sections. e said to-day that the 
shrinkage in Barton o> ge 4 and other south- 
western counties had een offset by a 
substantial inerease in Gentry and 
other counties. In the Alliance 
there are a number of Democratic leaders 
who hever fail to attend the State conven- 
tions. Just what they will doin the coming 
campaign is now a subject of much specula- 
tion. The Democratic managers insist that 
no matter what course Leonard pursues he 
cannot induce the Democrats to abandon 
their party to go over to the political aggre- 
#ation led by Polk, Taubeneck and Donnelly. 


Senatorial and Representative Districts. 

When the local redistricting billis passed 
the Circuit Court will meet in General ferm 
andappoint acommission to rearrange the 
Senatorial and Representative District boun- 
darics. Under the new order the city gains 


one representative in the lower 
branch of § the Legislature, but the 
Senatorial Representation remains the same. 
The city now has’ six Senators and fourteen 
representatives and the’ Commission will 
have toso arrange the districts as to prop- 
erly equalize the population. If a@ partizan 
commission is selected aneat gerrymander 
can be made. The Circuit Court is composed 
ofthree Republican judges and two Demo- 
crats and the presumption is that if 
three commissioners are appointed two 
will be Republicans. The present legislative 
representation cousists of three Democrats, 
two Republicans and one Union Labor in the 
Senate and eleven Democrats and threee Re- 
publicans inthe House.

for. This is the only city in the United States 
where all the trouble and annoyance of 
having the streets sprinkled Is taken off the 
hands of the property owners and done for 
them atacost many times less than the 
paid when the city ned. nothing to do wit 
the laying of the dust. The system as adopted 
here isa very simpie One and works well. 
year, with the assistance of members of 
House of Delegates, interested citizens, etc. 
all the streets to be sprinkled during the next 
Arad are picked Out and marked off on a map. 

hen the streets are all picked out they are 
divided into districts, 80 that they shall in 
compact divisions of about equal size, well 
asso as to fire plugs and water supply. 
When the districts are all adjusted to sul 
then they are all put up at public auction a 
contractors are asked to come in and bid on 
them for a term of one sprinkling year. The 
contractor bidding lowest on each dictrict is 
given that district after he has fied a bond 
proportionate to the amount of his bid.

The Daring Train Robber Leaves the Pen- 
itentiary a Broken Man. 

JEFFERSON Oity, April 4.—To-day Fred 
Wittrock, alias Jim Cummings, and W. Ww. 
Haight were released from the penitentiary. 
For five years and three months théy have 
occupied fellow cells, wearing the stripes of 
the convict, and obeying the commands of 
the taskmaster.

The ‘grub’ wasa little coarser than I had 
been used to, but a man can live on it. 1 have 
no complaint of any kind to make,’’ 

**What was your occupation while here?’’ 

**] worked in the harness shops, until about 
eighteen months ago, when became par- 
tially paralyzed from my hips down. Since 
then I have been in the hospital.’ Here I have 
been most kindly cared for, and the physician 
has donealithat he could forme. He has 
relieved me very much, but my legsare still 
so weak that without the aid of banisters I 
cannot go up or down Sstairs.’’ 

‘*Wittrock, what was your reason for rob- 
bing the express car?’’

Attorney William Zachritz, who drew up the 
indictments, understood, of course, that if 
they were quashed because of 
the defects in them he would 
stand convicted by the records of careless 
prosecution, and he wanted to bring the 
cases toa differentend if possible. Chester 
Hi. Krum was in court representing all the 
concert hall keepers. Just before the cases 
were called Mr. Zachritz went to Mr. 
Krum and asked him not to make the motion 
toquash he contemplated, but tolet the 
cases come to._—ittriai. Mr. Krum 
refused. Mr. Zachritz said that 
he would have new indictments made 
ifthose were quashed. Mr. Krum replied 
that he had nothing todo with the prosecu- 
tion. Mr. Zachritz retired and arranged 
another plan to save himself from a cCensur- 
ing court record. 

A FARCICAL TRIAL. 

‘*Call Hugo Zeller,’’ Mr. Bass said to Dep- 
uty Sheriff Thomas K. Skidmore. 

The aeputy called him three times and ran 
his eye over the rain-soaked and streaming 
speciators who occupled the  Denches, 
‘**poesn’t answer,’’ he said. 

Just then Attorney Martin arrived breath- 
less with his client. Mr. Zachritz took the 
place of Mr, Bass at the docket. ‘*Your 
Honor,’’ said he, ‘‘I represent the State in 
in the Zeller case, andIam ready to try it. 
His attorney is willing to withdraw his 
motion. 

‘‘We’ll try the case on the facts,’’ added 
Mr. Martin eagerly. The lawyers, including 
Mr. Krum, smiled at this devil- 
ment of Mr, Zachritz’s plan. 
The Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
put two of his weakest witnesses on the 
stand. They could noteven prove that Mr. 
Zeller owned or managed the concert hall 
where the ——— were employed. The pro- 
ceedings werewo much of a burlesque, with a 
plainly understood object, that the lawyers, 
witnesses and court officials were all laugh- 
ing. The first witness went down, after a 
disorderly examination, conducted by Pros- 
ecutor Zachritz and Mr. Martin together, and 
another witness wascalled. ‘‘What do you 
expect to prove by him?’’ asked Mr. Martin. 

‘*! dgn’t know what I can prove,’’ said the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney laughing. 

MR. ZACHRITZ DISMISSES THE CASES. 

The witness knew no morethan the first. 
Mr. Zachritz did not call the police officers on 
the beat or any witnesses who might have 

roved the ownership of Zeller. Finally 
1e got up and said: 

‘*? move for the discharge of the defendant 
on the evidence, your honor.’’ 

Judge Claiborne discharged Mr. Zeller. 
‘*‘Now your honor,’’ said Mr. Zachritz, ‘‘I 
will enter a nolle prosequi in allof those 
other cases of the same kind.’’ 

Mr. Martin clapped his client on the shoul- 
der. ‘‘You’re discharged. You go right over 
tomy office and waight for me,’’ said he, 
Mr. Zeller went out, following Mr. Krum, 
who had retired, satisfied, as soon as Mr. 
Zachritz announced the nolle prosequl. 

‘Why did you withdraw your motion to 
quash?’’ Attorney Martin was asked, 

‘*Oh, well, I would just as soon try the case 
on the facts,’’ he answered. 

‘*pDid Mr. Zachritz ask youto try the case, 
as he did Mr. Krum?’’ 

‘‘Oh, now, I’m not saying anything Iike 
that. Wecould do just as well witha trial 
as with the motion.,’’ 

Attorney Martin then went away for a 
while, and after thinking it over concluded 
that his explanation wasnot sufficient, and 
came back with another. 

‘*You asked me if Zachritz had anything to 
do with my withdrawing that motion,’’ said 
he. ‘‘No, he didn’t. The fact is, I just 
wanted to geta higher fee. You see I can 
geta biggerfee whenacase is ended, like 
this, than when the indictment is just 
guashed.’’

A resent 
wages run from $1.75 for helpers to $2.50 for 
journeymen for ten-hour work; and the 
union will makea demand for nine hours’ 
work for outside men at 35 cents an hour, and 
for $2.25 to $2.50 per nine hours for helpers 
and $3 for journeymen. 

Cabinet-\akers’ Union,No.12,met Saturday 
night. Everything was reported serene 
after the strike, the last shop to comein 
bein Pauk & Sons’ Show-case Factory, 
which conceded ten hours’ pay for nine 
hours’ work. The success of the strike gave 
the unions interested a great boom. Cabinet-

It is not as 
good a one as the one used in St. Louis, and 
wages in Milwaukee are much less than here, 
and steps will be taken this summer to bring 
about a change as soon as it can be done. 

At Cincinnati there isa boycott on Mehr- 
lein and most of the other large shippers of 
beer, and the union here proposes to help 
the movement. A telegram received yester- 
day from Cincinnati says that no compromise 
isat present possibie, as the bosses refuse 
to recognize the union. 

’ AMONG THE CARPENTERS. 

The Carpenters’ and Joiners’ Brotherhood 
are agitating locally for recruits, and have 
issued the following statement or the history, 
aims and achievements of the order: 

The United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join- 
ers of America was founded in convention at Chi- 
cago Aug. 12,1881. Aft first 1t had only twelve 
localunions and 2,042 members. It has now over 
7¥8 lecal unions in over 689 cities, and 81,000 en- 
rolled members. It is organized to protect the car- 
penter trade from the evils of low prices and botch- 
work: itsaim is to encourage a higher standard of 
skill and better wages, to re-establish au apprentice 
system and to aid and assist the members by mutual 
protection and benevelent means. It pays 
4 Wile Funeral Benefit of 25 to 
$50; Members’ Funeral, meses. $100 to §200, 
and Disability Benefit $100 to $400. In these 
general benefits, $44,732 have been expended the 
pest year, anu $156,250 the past eight years, while 
3310,000 more were spent for sick benefits by the 
local unions. Such an organization is worth the at- 
tention of every carpenter. The Brotherhood is a 
Protective Trade Union as wellas a Benevolent So- 
ciefy. It has raised wages in 482 cities, and placed 
$5,500,000 more wages annually in the pockets of 
the carpenters in thosecities. it reduced the hours 
of labor to eight hours a day in forty-one cities, and 
nine hours a day in 351 cities, not to speak of 352 
cities which have established the eight or nine hour 
system on Saturdays. By this méans 9,200 more car- 
penters have gained employment. This is the result 
of thorough organization. Itis not a secret oath- 
bound organization, Ail competent carpenters are 
eligible to join. 

Local Union No. 4, Carpenters’ United 
Brotherhood, has elected nine delegates to 
the meeting to be held next Sunday to re- 
organize the Building Trades Council. Gen- 
eral Secretary P. J. Maguire has been ap- 
pointed to the position of a member of the 
Advisory Council of the World’s Congress 
Auxiliary on Labor Congresges for the 
World’s Fair at Chicago.

THE STORY A“FAKE,” 


President Von Der Ahecn the Alleged 
Base Ball Combine. 


SUT THE ST. LOUIS MAGNATE HAS OTHER 
TROUBLES ON HIS MIND. 


His Park Fence Was Blown Down by the 
Storm, and He Will Have to Buy New 
Timber—Weights Assigned Horses in 
the Washington Park Handicaps—Gen- 
eral Sporting News. 


A story has been telegraphed over the coun- 
try from Boston that in the twelve-club 
base ball league there exists a combine 
which has control of the whole or- 
ganization, The story states that seven 
clubs—St. Louis, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Louis- 
Ville, Brooklyn, Washington and Baltimore— 
have agreed to settle all matters of import- 
ance by caucus or previous understanding, 
and then, when voting in the League, to vote 
together. This naturally would give them 
the controlof affairs by giving them seven 
out of the twelve votes in the body. 
The report goes further, and says that within 
this combine of seven there is an inner, ase- 
cret combine of four, composed of Von der 
Ahe of 8t. Louis, Byrne of Brooklyn, Brush of 
Cincinnati and Phelps of Louisville, and that 
these four, having a majority ofthe seven, 
control the cther three, andin consequence 
the entire league. Three out of the four votes 
contro] the innercombine. The whole affair 
was arranged, it is alleged, before the con- 
solidation of the League and the Association 
was finally effected or ratified. The old 
League magnates, so the story says, are com- 
pletely atthe mercy ofthe combine of four. 
In support ofthe claims made concerning 
the combine. some recent legislation of the 
league is quoted, among other acts the 
change from Dayto Byrne on the Schedule 
Committee and the conduct of Nick Young 
toward the seven. 

President Von der Ahe, charged with being 
one of the chief conspirators, was hunted up 
to-day and cross- questioned on the subject. 

The boss president wasin trouble. He had 
told troubles to the police, too, anda report 
of them are on file at the station. Last night 
the wind had blown the right field fence and 
bieaching boards down aten-foot embank- 
ment intoa bed ofmud. It was a sorry look- 
ing wreck and the President looked as sorry 
asthe wreck. As the reporter waded toward 
Chris through the mud, the carpenter at 
work on the fence was just telling the organ- 
izer Of deep-laid base ball conspiracies that 
he would have to buy new lumber as theold 
stuff was s0 badly rotted with age and had 
been so patched that it was utterly useless. 

Wit’s alla newspaper fake,’’ said the Boss 
President, referring tothe base ball combine 
story. ‘‘There is absolufely no foundation 
forit. We all have carried out all agree- 
ments made and everybody is satisfied with 
mattersastheyare. There are some people 
who are never satisfied unless they are start- 
ing fightsand making trouble. There may 
be alittle jJeaionsy inthe East because they 
can’trun everything, but that would not 
amounttoanythingif it was not always 
stirred up by these stories.’’ 

**What do they mean by referring to things 
that have happened sincs the Indianapolis 
meeting?’’ 

**I guess they mean the organization of the 
committees and other work that was done 
with a perfect understanding on all sides.’’ 

The President was more interested in his 
wrecked fence and bleaching boards than he 
was in the story and did not seem to consider 
the latter worth more than a simple denial.
